French, Rebel 
Parley Begins 


EVIAN-LES-BAINS, France UPV- France and the Al­ 
gerian rebels opened peace talks today and the De Gaulle 
gov ernment made two side conciliatory gestures, 
I. French forces in Algeria 
were ordered to cease at 6 p.m. 
all offensiv e operations against 
the rebels they hav e been fight­ 
ing for almost sev en y ears. 
2. Algerian rebel chieftain Ah­ 
med ben Bella was flown from 
a fortress prison the Ile d’Aix to 
a site closer to the peace talks in 
this I^ake Genev a resort city . 
It was rep o rted fro m 
Alg eria 
that wo rd has already been p assed 
to the 500,000 so ldiers in the te r­ 
rito ry to fire o n ly in self defen se. 
It 
was 
u n dersto o d 
that 
p atro ls 
wo u ld co n tin u e in the territo ry , 
bu t o n ly fo r reco n n aisan ce p u r­ 
p o ses. 
P aris said that its cease-fire o r­
